made by the Academic Council, hereby makes a new Statute providing for the Inclusion of School Board as Authority of the 
University by way of addition to the existing Statutes of the University. 
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PREAMBLE' Statute 15(2) of the University Act stipulates that the every School will have 
School Board. In the Schools of Studies systenn, several Departments are 
njtarod nnHof the sa.Tie Schoo! SO as to encourage greater academic 
cooperatioa and. coordination and promote inter disciplinary and 
multidisciplinary studies. It is therefore necessary that the School Board 
should be included as an authority of the University under Section 19 of the^ 
Act where the Board'of Studies of the Departments is already included. / 

Hence, the Statute. 


Add Statute 43 {after Statute 42) 

43 - The School Board shall be included as an Authority of the University. 

STATUTE (44) 

DEAN OF STUDENTS' WELFARE 
(Section 27(2) of the Act) 


The Executive Council of Central University of Karnataka, on the proposal made by the 
Academic Council, hereby makes a new Statute providing for the creation of a post of 
Dean, Students’ Welfare by way of addition to the existing Statutes of the University. 

f PREAMBLE : While Statute 36 (1) (i) of the Centra! Universities Act speaks of the Dean 
' of Students’ Welfare, there is no provision in the Act for the mode and 

procedure for appointment of Dean of Students' Welfare. Hence it was felt 
necessary to frame statute prescribing the same. 

Hence the Statute. 

Add Statute 44 (after Statute 43): DEAN OF STUDENTS' WELFARE. 


1. Every Dean of Students’ Welfare shall be appointed from amongst the 
teachers of the University, not below the rank of a Associate Professor by the 
Executive Council on the recommendation of the Vice-Chancellor 

2. Every Dean appointed under clause (1) shall be a whole-time officer and shall 
hold office for a term of three years and snail be eligible for re-appointment. 

3. Provided that the Executive Council may, if it is considered necessary, appoint, 
on the recommendation of the Vice-Chancellor, a teacher, not below the rank 
of a Associate Professor, to discharge the duties of the Dean of Students' 
Welfare in addition to his duties as such teacher and in such a case, the 
Executive Council may sanction a suitable allowance to be paid to him. 


4. A person who is appointed as a Dean of Students’ Welfare shall continue to 
hoiu his lien orchis substaniive post and snail be eligible to ail the benefits that 
would have otherwise accrued to him, but for his appointment as the Dean of 
Students’ Welfare. 
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5. When the office of a Dean of Students’ Welfare is vacant or when the Dean of 
Students’ Welfare Is, by reason of illness or absence or any other cause, 
unable to perform the duties of his office, the duties of the office shall be 
performed by such person as the Vice-Chancellor may appoint for the purpose 

6. The. duties and powers of a Dean of Students' Welfare shall be prescribed by 
the Ordinances. 


STATUTE (45) 

ESTABLISHMENT OF CENTRE FOR CLASSICAL LANGUAGE (KANNADA) 

Section 26(k) of the Act 


The Executive Council of Central University of Karnataka, on the proposal made by the Academic 
Council, hereby makes a new Statute providing for the Establishment of Centre for Classical 
Language (Kannada) by way of addition to the existing Statutes of the University. 

PREAMBLE: Consequent to according the status of classical language on Kannada, the Govt, of 

India after approval and upon the recommendations of the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development have communicated to UGC to identify universities for the 
establishment ef Centers in Classical languages. 

The UGC, based on'’’the recommendations of a committee constituted for this 
purpose, has identified the Centra! University of Karnataka for the establishment of 
Centre for Classical Language (Kannada). 

Hence the Statute. 


STATUTE 

Add Statute 45 (after Statute 44) 

45. “There shall be established a Centre for Classical Language (Kannada). The powers and 
functions shall be as prescribed by the Ordinances.
